a giant papier mâché swan with curly crepe paper feathers. From 


her I learned that anything I could dream up, I could figure out a way to make—and you can too. 

I've been a collector ever since I can remember. When I was 4 years old, I would gather pretty 
stones, fossils, seashells, marbles, bottle caps, cereal prizes, crackerjack toys, and paper dolls. As I grew 
older, I started saving things with more sentimental attachments—a valentine from my first grade 
“crush,” cute gift wrap from a present given to me by my cousin, Cathy, birthday cards, interesting old 
photos, fabrics, labels, millinery flowers, bows, buttons, laces. Shall I go on? 

Several years ago, while at an antique doll sale, I happened upon a flyer advertising classes for 
making reproduction porcelain dolls. It sounded great! I talked my mom into going with me and so 
began a wondrous journey with design influences like Alice in Wonderland, Willie Wonka and charac- 
ters from “Great Expectations.” 

In this class, I made some exact reproductions and some art dolls that included a half porcelain 
doll/half teapot, delicate long-legged ballerinas, and soup can dolls. Each doll had so many different pieces 
that I would sometimes think, “Yahoo! I found it!” once the perfect missing element was discovered. 

A lifelong passion for dreaming up beautiful things has led me to communicate through my art. It 
makes me so happy to be able to create and live with my work, and I am fortunate that I can share 
my methods to the madness.

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INTRODUCTION 


S everal years ago, Sandra Evertson envisioned a fanciful way to make paper theaters, bandboxes, 
ornaments, and art dolls. The technique was built on her love of ephemera, and her affinity for 
turn-of-the century papers, textiles, and photographs. These art pieces, small in stature but distinct in 
character, have become a passion for this artist and her clients, who snap them up faster than she can 
cut, decoupage, and paste. 

In this book, Sandra shares the story behind each piece, which she has affectionately termed Posh 
Little Follies. Various pieces took weeks, while others took form once she set eyes on a particular 
photograph. While many of the projects in this book took countless hours to develop, Sandra makes it 
fun and easy to construct your own in much less time. 

Sandra provides step-by-step instructions and the necessary paper elements, which can be photo- 
copied straight from this book. Some are embellished with everyday items such as pipe cleaners and 
ribbons, and others are glistening with rhinestones, beads, and glitter. All are made with one key 
component: fanciful papers. 

Following each project description you will find copies of the actual papers Sandra put together for 
each piece. All you have to do is photocopy the pages in color and follow the instructions. Youll be 
surprised at just how simple it is to craft your own folly. 

Youll also get a little taste of what its like to be an artist, and experience the creative energy behind 


each project. 
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ETTING STARTED 


Before you head to the copier or start cutting, toss any ideas of perfection out the window. If you 
make small mistakes, there's no need to worry. These designs are meant to be beautiful, not perfect. 


As we all should know, beauty is not about perfection; beauty is about perception.

These paper designs were created using basic crafting techniques anyone can do. Some minor trim- 
ming may be reguired to fit the particular boxes you use. Just remember: You are creating not only a 
unigue design, but an heirloom art piece that will last generations. Some things to keep in mind on 


your journey to making your own Posh Little Follies: 


Circle faces: 

When applying circle faces, cut evenly spaced slits all the way around, then apply a thin layer of 
decoupage glue to the back of the element, starting at the center and working your way outward and 
around. Using a Popsicle stick, rub gently to burnish down the edges and smooth out any wrinkles. If 
you still have a few wrinkles, don't worry; they only add character and charm to your piece, much like 
us! Craft a stand to paint wooden balls in the projects by cutting a 2" by 2" sguare out of stiff card- 
board, then push a 3" nail with a large flat head through the center of the cardboard. Place ball on 


point and tap down gently with hammer to hold it in place. 


Crepe paper: 
When cutting out several crepe paper petals or leaves, a guick way to do this is to fold the paper into 
2" increments several times, then place pattern over the paper and cut many at once. For crepe paper 


ruffles, use a tiny dab of hot glue to seal thread to paper; no knots necessary. 


Embellishments: 
Dont be afraid to make bows out of raggedy old fabric. Some of the best embellishments are made 
from torn strips of material. A few extra elements have been provided for many of the projects for you 


to experiment with. 


Hole punch: 


Use a hole punch to cut decorative dots for projects throughout this book. 


Hot glue: 
Always use hot glue sparingly. 


Paint pen: 


Use a paint pen for stripes on dowels and other elements. They are very easy to work with. 


Paper effects: 
For an antique look, paint black-and-white copies with instant coffee and dry for one minute in the 
microwave. To get a fantastic “mottled” effect, mix half water and half household bleach and sprinkle 


lightly on colored construction paper or crepe paper. 


Paper elements: 

Study each photograph for placement of elements. Apply a thin layer of decoupage glue to card stock 
before layering paper elements. To smooth out, dab lightly with make-up wedge sponge. Unless other- 
wise noted, there's no need to apply a top coat as long as you seal the edges down well. If you like, you 


can give the piece a light spray with a matte finish sealer.

andra Evertson is always on the lookout for the unusual. It could be an old cigar band 


or remnants of a hat dating back to the Roaring 2017.17 may be an object, or the odd 


color of an item. Sandra looks for things that tell a story, or items that simply appeal 
A to her. These things she finds in shops and stores just as eclectic and personable as 
the artist herself. 
Sandras Posh Little Follies are the result of a good day at a thrift store, antique 
mall, or estate sale. That single element be it a piece of fabric, an old photo- 
graph or book, or antique jewelry—ignites her thought process and 
serves as the basis for one of her art pieces. 

Sandra believes that an unusual storefront or facade typically 
reveals fascinating trinkets for sale once inside. This is why the artist 
leaves no shop unturned. 

Once she has that interesting element in hand, Sandra is off to a 
crafts store, where she shops for the functional pieces of her designs. 

In addition to the glue that holds it all together and the embellish- 
ments that make it pretty, here she finds the wooden pieces and 


papier máché elements that are the base of her designs. 


In your own pursuit for the unusual, Sandra suggests: 


* Ask friends with similar interests where they shop. You can also ask store owners where other fun 
shops are located; they are often happy to help out. 


Antique malls are great sources ou have many little shops under one roof. 
* Check out ads in local arts-oriented newspapers for great places. 


* When looking for materials (elements), think about what something can become, not just what it 
is. Sometimes a button is not just a button; it could become a hat on a small doll. 


* Its a good feeling to take a tattered rhinestone purse and breathe new life into it by using it in a 
new art piece. 


* Keep collecting! You never know when something in your collection will be just right for a piece. 
* Read old art and crafting books and magazines for inspiration. 
* Keep a sketch book handy so you dont lose a single idea. 


* Find your inspiration in everything—a scoop of ice cream, the shape of an old birdcage, the 
details of a vintage picture frame. 


* Don't be afraid to combine seemingly disparate items. The most beautiful forms come from 6 
combination of opposites.

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VIOLET AND FRIENDS 


NARGISSUS AND \DEGOND 7 


This group is certainly mismatched but cozy nonethe- 
less. Really, the only thing they have in common is 
their size and material. Violet and Narcissus are old 
tin containers, one a breath freshener, the other a 
make-up compact. The origin of Second Prize was 
the State Fair 1902; for what the prize was award- 


ed, the artist is uncertain.

4. Fold pipe cleaner over string. Put a dab of white glue and pull pipe cleaner and string into bead a 
bit (C). Lay wooden circle disk flat. Hot glue in place arms, legs, and body pipe cleaners (D). 


Fold ends of arms and legs over about /" to make hands and feet.

5. Add a bit more hot glue and place second disk over this, using clamps to hold together until set. 


6. Cut out front and back elements (Page 19); decoupage in place. 


To make hair: 
Violet: Glue a small wad of cotton batting on head with white glue. 


Narcissus: Take a 1" strip of crepe paper, fray on both sides, then white glue in place (E). 


Second Prize: Cut a rubber band into six 1" strips, then white glue onto head (F).

1. Cut out crown and necktie (Page 19); decoupage to card stock then hot glue in place. If you

One rainy afternoon, while shopping in different vintage 
stores, Sandra found a poem and a family portrait. The 
poem, written to a beloved mother, served as inspiration 
for the artists own Mother Nature, named Petunia. A 
face on the photograph found that day is the face of 
Petunia. Sandra has always loved old photographs; she 


looks at them and wonders who the people were and what their 


lives were like. She is particularly charmed by the serene expressions on 


their lovely faces.

5. Decoupage Bird paper element (Page 22) to card stock; set aside to dry, then cut out. 

6. Cut out Face Pattern (Page 23). Place pattern over Mothers Face (Page 23), then cut out. 


7. Cut tiny slits all the way around face. 


OPPOSITE: Paper flower petals are 
pieced together to craft the hat and 
dress on this doll, Petunia, which the

Apply thin coat of decoupage on back of face and, starting in the center and working outward, 


glue face onto wooden ball using the Popsicle stick to lightly smooth out any wrinkles. 


. Use hot glue to attach head to Cone Body. 


. Twist two pipe cleaners (1 green, 1 tan) together; stick through the holes in the body to create 


arms. (Arms are actually the two twisted pipe cleaners.) 


. From inside cone, add a few drops of hot glue at armholes to stabilize arms. Set aside to dry, then 


curl end of pipe cleaners to form hands. 


. Cut about 25 flower petals out of crepe paper (use Petal Pattern on Page 23). To expedite this, 


fold crepe paper into 2" sections several times; place Petal Pattern on top, then cut out. 


Roll each petal around toothpick. Loosen a bit when you get to flat 
edge to release toothpick and slide it out, leaving petal curled in tight 


roll while you do all the rest. (This helps set the curl.) 


Starting at the bottom of Cone Body front, unroll 
petal, dabbing white glue only at the base of petal. 
Attach each to body, working your way around, leav- 


ing sections of book print visible. 
Glue 6-7 petals on top of head to form hat. 


Glue large Flower paper element (Page 23) to card stock, cut out, then glue onto collar. You may 


choose to use a silk flower instead. 
Finish petal hat by gluing silk flower green end cap to top. 


Glue Bird paper element (above) to second tan pipe cleaner and attach to hand. 
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PRIMA BALLERINA 


Sandra loves going to the ballet. The music, movement, 


beautiful costumes—everything about it is romantic and 
inspiring. What could be more wonderful than sharing in an 
evening of entertainment fit for a queen? This piece came 
together one night after attending a Ballet Austin perform- 
ance of “Hamlet.” Sandra came home and gathered papers 
that brought to mind the scenes still dancing in her head. 


The few roses seen here are a reminder of the ones tossed 


on stage for the Prima Ballerina to gather.

Pierrot is a 1700s term for a stock comic character in French pan- 
tomime, distinguished by a whitened face and wearing loose-fitting 
clothes. Rousse is French for russet, or reddish. La Rousse was cut from 1 


a very old book Sandra found while vacationing in Paris. It contained 


Aesop's Fables and other stories. The two were a perfect match.

Note: Some minor trimming may be required to fit your particular box. 
1. Center top of lid on Scroll paper element (Page 36). Trace around it, cut out, then decoupage on. 
2. Cut out two 4" Book Print paper element strips (Page 37) and glue end to end, around lid sides. 


3. Cut out the two Black-and-White paper element strips (Page 36), and do the same. (Be sure to 


follow “cane” pattern.) 
4. Cut out La Rousse-Paris paper strip (Page 35) and glue to one side of box lid. 


5. Cut out all other paper elements (Pages 35-37). Glue Alphabet paper element (Page 35) to out- 
side back, Book Print paper element (Page 35) to inside back, two of the 1" Book Print strips 


(Page 37) to exterior sides and the other two to the interior sides. 
6. Glue Valance Scroll and Pierrot (Page 35) to card stock; let dry, then cut out. 


7. Glue on Pierrot and Valance paper element backings (Pages 35, 37). Set aside to dry, then cut 
out. This extra little step will produce a lovely view as you peer into your new treasure and see 


the reflection!

"objet d art" is an amusing little 
trinket and would look great as a

. Cut out Mirror Frame paper element (Page 35); decoupage to card stock, let dry, then cut out. 


. Use Exacto knife to cut out center of frame and hot glue to mirror; let dry, then hot glue to 


“back wall” of box. 
Glue on tiny Billboard paper element (Page 36) to interior side at an angle. 


To create a miniature chandelier, cut a 2" piece of wire. Bend a curl on one end with needle-nose 
pliers; slip on the clear glass bead, poke a hole in center top of box and put straight end of wire 
through. Slide on jewelry finding and colored bead and curl wire end to close. Either hang piece 


or display it on its lid as shown here. 


. Glue Pierrot in place, level with bottom edge, then glue the Checkerboard Floor (Page 37) over 


Pierrot’s tab. 


. Glue Valance to ceiling, level with top edge.

Sometimes the best ideas come when you least expect them. 

This curious little fellow came to Sandra one night in a dream. 
She had just watched “Willie Wonka and the Chocolate 
Factory” with her niece, Erica, and there he was while she slept, 
just dancing around without a care in the world. As she keeps an 
“emergency” sketchbook in her nightstand, Sandra awoke and set 
about putting the piece on paper. In the morning she gathered

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6. Cut two 2 2 -wide checkerboard band strips (Page 43) for side of box. You will need about 14" 
to go all the way around. Piece these together to make one long strip, then decoupage onto box. 


Again, start at center back and go around. 


7. Cut out all other paper elements (Page 42).

. Cut out and decoupage Cone Hat and Stars to card stock; set aside to dry, then cut out.

Cut tiny slits all the way around Face paper element (Page 42). Glue in place, smoothing edges 


down with Popsicle stick (refer to tips on page 11 for techniques). 
10. Hot glue head at “cork neck” to center of box top. 


11. Cut 42" strip of beige crepe paper about 1" wide with decorative edge scissors on one edge only. 


12. With needle and thread, take a running stitch about 7" wide, using 4" stitches (this can be done, 


just handle your paper gently). 
13. Pull together; hot glue end of thread to crepe paper to seal it. 


14. Hot glue ruffle around neck. (You can also just run a bead of hot glue and scrunch up all the 


way around if you prefer.) 
15. Glue four large Star paper elements (Page 42) on ruffle. 
16. Hot glue Cone Hat (Page 42) together; hot glue in desired position on head. 
17. Glue on Stars, Pom-Pom, and Paper Tinsel or silver pipe cleaner. 


18. Embellish Stars with extra glitter. 
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As you can see, the artist loves color! Sandra created 
this “stars” paper with a box of antique grade school 
award stars quite by accident. Sheets of delicate ice 
cream-colored tissue paper were lying on her work 
table, destined for something entirely different, when 
she dropped a whole box of the stars on it. The colors 


were so great together that Sandra ran to her copier 


once she had everything in place.

4. Cut miniature Crush On You Collages (Page 48) into one long 7" by 18" checkerboard strip. Do 
this by simply cutting the checkerboard vertically down either side of mirror in each collage. At 
this point you should have eight 3 7" pieces. Glue them together end to end. Cut one edge with 


decorative scissors, then decoupage to top of box lid. 


5. With Exacto knife, cut four slits through top of box, stopping 1" from box edge (A).

decoupage on. 


Center Interior Star Pattern (Page 47) on Pink Star paper with one point facing 


straight up. Trace around it with pencil, then cut out (see diagram at right). 


. Hot glue craft mirror to back of Pink Star card stock, making sure all points are 


covered by mirror; hot glue whole piece to interior back of box. 


. Cut out all other paper elements. 


. Glue three Pink-and-Black Striped Balls (Page 47) to exterior of box sides.

. Decoupage back of small Acrobat with Book Print (Page 48). 


Cut 2" piece of wire; make %" loop at one end and X" loop at the other end. 


Bend %" loop horizontally to make a “stand” (see diagram at right). 


. Hot glue small Acrobat to straight end of wire, then hot glue loop stand, 


with Acrobat, in place on interior of box and cover wire loop with Pink 


Gold Star Ball (Page 48). 


Cover exposed glue and wire on back of Acrobat with 4" Book Print 
Dot (Page 47). 


Cut 8 piece of wire; make %" loops at both ends (C). 


Put dab of hot glue on #6 square on interior lid of box. Place wire loop here and 


put 1 book print “Wire Cover Dot” (Page 48) over it; hold in place until dry. 


Run wire through exploding hole. After about 2”, bend wire horizontally (D). Put dab of hot glue 
on back of large Acrobat (Page 47), cover with book print “Wire Cover Dot”; hold until dry. 


Hot glue last Black-and-White Ball to end loop using last 1" Book Print 
“Wire Cover Dot” here. 


Cut “T” slits in yellow ruffles (Page 47), then glue around neck and ankles. 
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. Cut four 2 4" by 4%" pieces of Pink Star paper (Page 50) for interior box sides; decoupage on.

Paris Flea Market Designs 


AN artists relationship with her work is very personal. Often, she doesnt know what 
inspires her or how she comes up with her designs. She only knows that this is 
how she expresses herself, and to live any other way would be unthinkable. 

While many share their muses, few share their methods. Lucky for us, 
Sandra Evertson is the exception. She is enthusiastic about teaching others to do

Sandra grew up in a very creative family, joining her mother and grandmother on

freguent trips to antigue stores, thrift shops, and just about any other venue that yielded old CONDO" 
things that seemed to tell a story. The winning find could be an old apron, or an everyday item 
made into something completely different. 

Somewhere along the way Sandra developed an eye for interesting lettering and 
thus ignited her collection of out-of-print newspapers, books, and magazines 
and birth and marriage certificates. Once, she picked up a circa 1920 high 
school diploma just for the two inches of beautiful scroll at the bottom. 

She also began to amass old photographs, particularly ones from the Victorian era 
with expressive eyes—joyful, mischievous, and ecstatic despite a somber face. As long 
as the eyes were revealing, they served as fodder for the artist. 

Sandra dabbled in different mediums—from painting and drawing to making porcelain dolls and 
welding flowers. She opened a small antiques shop, where she bought and sold a bit of everything. 

At work she dealt in vintage furnishings and accessories and at home she worked on paper collages. 
When she ran out of room, she started selling these one-of a-kinds in her shop. They always sold right 
away, and it wasnt long before her shop was filled with paper ballerinas and shadow boxes reminiscent 
of Moulin Rouge characters, costumes, and eclectic chaos. 

Her paper designs are Baroque in feel, and the artist quickly admits to a penchant for turn-of-the- 
century European designs. She loves the ballet and has yet to give up collecting scraps of anything 
reminiscent of pre-1930s. 

Today, Sandra’s home is filled with containers of silver pots, wooden shoe forms, porcelain dolls, 
buttons, rhinestones, ribbons, beads, marbles, feathers, and so many other whimsical things. She has 
no shortage of ideas, and her creativity provides the inspirational backdrop to fashioning your own 


one-of-a-kinds.
